A 
UL label is attached to all ap- 
proved items. 

5. Check extension cords fre- 
quently. Replace any which look 
worn or broken. Never run corns 
under rugs and never use mul- 
tiple outlets. 

These simple but sensible pre- 
cautions, Captain Lanctot, 
may save your home from the 
national statistics of fire causes 
and losses.

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Ross Cheney Off 
On Another Trip | 


Albany's traveling nonagenar- 
ian, Ross Reed Cheney, has suc- 
cumbed once more to that “itchy 
foot” of his. 

He isn’t quite sure how far he 
will go. “Maybe Florida,” he says, 
as casually as anyone else would’ 
mention a trip to the corner mar- 
ket. His itinerary is flexible, in- 
cluding at the moment stopping 
off places in Los Angeles and 
Evanston, Ilinois. From there, it 
will be where the spirit moves 
him, and according to past per- 
formance, the moving spirit 
within this 91 year-young Dapper 
Dan of Albany could take him 
almost anywhere. 

Cheney was born in Roscoe, 
Illinois, and although he was too 
young to remember it, his par- 
ents took him to Chicago to see 
the damage caused by Mrs. 
O’Leary’s cow when the resultant 
blaze destroyed the heart of the 
windy city in the historic Chicago 
fire. 

He can remember, however, 
seeing General Grant campaign 
for the Presidency, when Grant 
came to Rockford and_partici- 
pated in a parade. He remembers 
marching in a memorial proces- 
sion for President Garfield. Dur- 
ing the tragic fire at the opening 
matinee of the new Iroquois 
Theatre in Chicago in 1903, 
Cheney helped in the ensuing 
panic. He recalls that most of the 
602 persons who met their death 
in the disaster were trampled to 
death. Blankets were brought to 
cover the rows of dead laid on 
the sidewalk awaiting identifica- 
tion; Cheney remembers this de- 
tail vividly, because he assisted in 
getting the blankets from Mar- 
shall Fields and performing this 
act of finality. 

Although his memories are 
rich and cover government 
events, theatrical events, and the 
scientific advances of the twen- 
tieth century, Cheney is inter- 
ested in progress. He can be seen 


at the Albany City Council meet-|§ 


ing every Monday night where 
he keeps his analytical eye on the
